Remarkable Discoveries Made by Lick 
Observatory Astronomers. 

Remarkable discoveries have been 
made at the Lick observatory, says the 
Detroit Pree Press. Prof. Holden, the 
direetor, has secured throngh the big 
telescope better photographs of the 
moon than have been taken anywhere 
else, and the work of photographing 
goes on every hour when the satellite 
is visible. By studying these photo- 
graphs with a macnifying glass and 
comparing them any changes taking 
place on the surface of the moon may 
be discovered. 

The astronomers on Mount Hamilton 
have discovered some things that no- 
body else ever’ saw, but they have not 
determined whether these are new fea- 
tures or things thatare too small to 
have been seen throurth a less powerfil 
telescope. For example, upon the top 
of one of the mountains of the moon the 
photograph shows a luminous white 
spot that looks like snow. If thatis 
snow and if it was not there before, the 
presence of an atmosphere is indicated. 
It has been believed that the moon has 
no atmosphere and therefore unhabit- 
able: but if it should be demonstrated 
that snow falls upon the surface of the 
satellite, the ueecpted theory would be 
upset and astropoiners, would begin to 
study the moon with new and greater 
interests.

heavier particles sought the middle. 
Therefore itis probable that the great 
mass .f the sphere is iron. But there 
are cther metals more heavy than iron, 
and these would naturally form an ac- 
cumulation immediately about the — 
ter of the globe. Among them may be 
mentioned most important gold. Geolo- 
gist Gilbert, of the geological survey, 
said the other day that he would rather 
expect to find a vast accumulation of 
gold at that point than anywhere else, 
his notion being that such of the yellow 
metal as is found on the surface of the 
earth is only an accidental detritus. 
However, there are two or three sub- 
stances known even more weighty than 
gold, and one of them is platinum, 
which has doubled in ‘market value 
within the last year or two, owing to 
the increased cost of production. 

So it is not unreasonable that certain 
members of congress and other persons 
of keen judgment should consider the 
| advisability of boring a hole in the 
earth for the purpose of extracting 
some of its metallic contents. For 
scientific purposes a pit has recently 
been sunk at Speling, in Germany, to 
the depth of a mile. Unfortunately, 
water has been struck, and no results 
which add very materially to human 
knowledge have thus far been obtained. 
Another well has been driven at Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., as far down as three-quar- 
ters ofamile. It is dry and the boring 
process is proceeding at the rate of 
about ten feet aday. The management 
will be disgusted if oil or something is 
not struck before the hole comes out at 
the antipodes and somebody tumbles 
into it at the other end. 

No really scientific person has been 
s0 foolish as to Ren possible 
results, commer al} y spealrinr.could be 
secured shouts livving much farther 
than this. Estimate is made that at 
twenty miles from the surface of the 
earth every known substance—metals 
rocks and all—becomes fused .and 
liquid. Once lect this point be reached, 
and naturally whatever is below must 
spout up of its own accord, without ex- 
pense of mining. Immediately the 
price of metals in the market would be 
reduced to little or nothing and a new 
age would dawn upon civilization. It 
has been surcested that such an arti- 
ficial conduit would be, to all intents 
and purposes, a volcano, but any dan- 
gers which it would otherwise threaten 
micht be obviated easily by establish- 
ing the werks on an open prairie.

, 1 \2 sewhich they make 

iL seizures and de 

stroy adulterated 

products that are 

not what they are represented to be. Under 

this statute thousands of pounds of tea have 

been burned because of their wholesale adul- 
teration. 

Tea, by the way, is one of the most notort- 
ously adulterated articles of commerce. Not 
alone are the bright, shiny green teas artifi- 
cially colored, but thousands of pounds of 
substitutes for tea leaves are used to swell 
the bulk of cheap teas; ash, sloe, and willow 
leaves being those most commonly used. 
Again, sweepings from tea warehouses are 
colored and sold astea. Even exhausted tea 
leaves gaihered from the tea-houses are kept, 
dried, and made overand find their way into 
the cheap teas. 

The English government attempts to stamp 
this out by confiscation; but no tea is toe 
poor for us, and the result is, that probebly 
the poorest teas used by any nation are those 
consumed iu America
